HONG KONG. 


EAVING Russia at Afta Baru we flew for some hours over 

* the Mongolian desert. At first there was some scanty vege- 
tation, but that gave way to stark barrenness. At a certain 
point we were told that we were now in China, but there was 


nothing to mark the change. 
Later we came to a fantastic 
region cut up by hundreds of 
dry watercourses with deep ,ul- 
lies, Then the sides of these gul- 
lies began to be terraced and 
large villages appeared. These 


began to appreciate the pressure 
of population, for every inch was 


cultivated. : 

Presently we came in sight — 
Peiping and got a glimpse of 
the beauty of the Forbidden City 
from the air. 

Arrival in Peiping. 

Just before 1 o'clock we 
landed at Peiping in great heat. 
Six charming Chinese children 
came forward and presented us 
all with bouquets. We were then 
introduced to some 30 or 
notables with whom we shook 
hands. Among them were Lord 
, who had come

We drove through fields and 
suburbs, then through a very 


cussion on our program, It was 
decided to visit Manchuria and 
the Northeast, then to return to 
Peiping and move southward, 
ending up at Canton, whence 
we were to go to Hong Kong.

of the city. This is a fine, broad 
street crowded with traffic rang- 
ing from high-powered cars and 
lorries to primitive horse or 
donkey-drawn vehicles. The most 
numerous of all forms of trans- 
port, however, was the bicycle. 
Even in New Delhi and Copen- 
hagen I have not seen so many. 

There are, too, a great mul- 
titude of pedicars. The old rick- 
sha that was pulled by a runner 
now has a tricycle as its motive 
power. 

One consequence ‘al this great 
variety of vehicular traffic, not 
to mention the many pedestri- 
ans, is that all motorcars are 
driven on the horn, Every car 
must hoot 50 yards before ap- 
proaching and after leaving a 
traffic control policeman and 
when meeting another vehicle. 
The result is that hooting is 
practically continuous. We were 
accommodated in a big hotel on 
the main street, so that periods 
of quiet were very infrequent. 

After lunch and a bath we 
went to a cocktail party given 
by the Prime Minister, Chou 
En-Lai, in a big, brightly-painted 
hall in the Forbidden City. The 
Prime Minister, as I had ‘already 
heard from many people, seems 
to be a man of great charm. 
Although he has quite a con- 
siderable knowledge of English, 
we conversed through an inter- 
preter. At this party I was in- 
troduced to a great many people, 
including the diplomatic corps, 
members of the government, 
trade union officers and univer- 
sity dignitaries. 

National Days 

Our visit had coincided with 
quite a number of national days, 
the first of which was in honor 
of Pakistan. This was celebrated 


on the day of our arrival. In 


the evening, therefore, we went 
to a reception given by the High 
Commissioner of Pakistan, which 
was followed by an informal din- 
ner. Talking with High Com- 
missioner and his e, I felt, as 
I always do in foreign ‘countries, 
how strong are the ties which 
er the members of 
wealth.

There was also an exhibition 
of ceramics. 

Propaganda Leaflets. 

An illuminating incident oc- 
curred while we were there. 
There was a party of little Chi- 
nese boys and girls.of school 
age, all wearing red scarves. 
They danced very gracefully a 
kind of cofintry dance, and we 
were charmed until we found 
that each child had in its hand 
a Communist propaganda leaf- 
let. This leaflet depicted al- 
leged American atrocities, and 
the dance was symbolically anti- 
American. 

It was later explained to us 
that the children were being 
taught to hate imperialism and 
not Americans, but we were not 
convinced that the minds of 
children would draw this nice 
distinction. 

In the afternoon we went 
around to the British Embassy 
where we were entertained by 
Mr. and “Mrs. Trevelyan. The 
house stands in a lovely com- 
pound of great size though 
smaller than formerly. It was 
interesting to meet old-timers 
who had been in the country 
for 50 years and had seen so 
many vicissitudes — incl 
the rule of the old empress, 
warlords, of the Japanese, of 
Chiang Kai-shek and now of the 
People’s Republic. 

In the evening there was a 
big banquet in our honor and 
I had again to make a speech. 
This was followed by a series of 


Chinese plays, the most inter- 


esting of which was an old play 
depicting the activities of a 
monkey against the gods. The 
monkey, who seemed to me to 
typify the proletariat, was in- 
variably successful.

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Storms and Radar for Airliners 

A miniature radar system, weighing only 180 
pounds and yet powerful enough to enable a 
plane in flight to see ahead for approximately 
100 miles, has just been announced by Sperry 
Gyroscope Co. It will enable pilots to detect dis- 
tant storms and warn of mountgin peaks or 
other planes when there is the slightest danger 
of collision. Orders for the radar units have been 
received, the company says, for troop transport 
planes and military cargo planes. 

There have been several crashes in the United 
States in recent years that were caused by air- 
liners running into storms of very severe inten- 
sity. They included: 37 killed near Winona, 
Minn., Aug. 30, 1948; 58 killed over Lake Michi- 
gan on June 23, 1950; 46 killed over the Gulf 
of Mexico on Feb. 14, 1953; 11 killed near Mason 
City, Ia., on last Aug. 22. 

In a report issued a few weeks ago on the 
plane lost over the Gulf of Mexico the Civil 
Aeronautics Board was critical of weather infor- 
mation received—and not received—by the pilot 
while he was flying over the stormy sea. It 
said: “Factors affeeting this accident may be al- 
leviated in the future by the installation of air- 
borne radar.” That prosaic statement has al- 
ready been given vitality by one airline which 
reports that in its experiments with radar all 
storms have been avoided and, thus, in addition 
to the safety factor, flight time has been im- 
proved and passengers have escaped some rides 
that etherwise would have at least been de- 
cidedly bumpy. The CAB must know of the 
success that this airline has had with its warn- 
ing radar set and it must know of Sperry's 
claims. Is the CAB, which has the authority to 
order safety equipment installed in planes, 
lagging behind? | 


A Housing Experiment 
An interesting experiment in public housing 
has got under way in Calhoun county, Illinois, 
and it may surprise those who think of public 
housing as a strictly big-city affair. In Hardin, 
the county seat, and nearby Kampsville the Cal - 
houn County Housing Authority, aided by fed-

JEWISH SERVICES 
FR TERCENTENARY 


St. Louisans Mark 300th An- 
niversary of First Settle- 
ment in U.S. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 
The Jewish community of St. 
Louis last night celebrated the 
300th anniversary of the first 
Jewish settlement in the United 
States. Special services were 
held at all Jewish temples and 
Synagogues, and at several of 
these services Christian minis- 
ters were guest speakers. 

It was on Sept. 7, 1654, that 
23 Jews established the first 
Jewish community at what now 
is New York City. The Jewish 
pilgrims were refugees from 
Brazil, seeking religious freedom. 
At Temple Israel, Kingshigh- 
way and Washington boulevard, 
the tercentenary ceremony was 
opened with the blowing of the 
Shofar (ram’s horn), a rite that 
goes back more than 3000 years. 
The service was conducted by 
Rabbi Ferdinand M. Isserman, 
chairman of the American Jew- 
ish Tercentenary Committees of 
St. Louis and Missouri. 

“The presence of a Jewish 
community in New Amsterdam 
was of significance, not only to 
Jews, but to the future of the 
United States,” Rabbi Isserman 
said in his sermon. “It broke 
the previously existing pattern 
of one religion in every colony 
and no tolerance for other re- 
ligions. It thus set the future 
of our country on the way to 
complete religious freedom.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 8 (AP)— 
The National Council of 
Churches today termed the aver- 
age clergyman the “forgotten 
man” as regards his pocketbook. 
While church membership 
swells, collection plates bulge 
and buildings rise at unprece- 
dented rates, the average pas- 
tor’s standard of living is below 
1939s, the council said.

HE announcement last week 

that Wah Jan Chong had 

arrived in St. Louis to take 
over as chief engineer in charge 
of clearance in the plaza rede- 
velopment program, may have 
caused many a reader to wonder 
by what paths of fate a Ha- 
waiian engineer from Honolulu 
happened to wind up clearing 
out slums here in the middle of 
the United States. 


It eame about by a perfectly 
natural series of events, we 
learned, when we went over to 
City Hall to see Chong, and it 
offered us another lesson in 
what a small world it is after all. 

Wah Jan Chong had a repu- 


tation as one of the best slum | 


here, was looking everywhere’ 


for a qualified man. He knew 
Chong and his work, and when 
he heard that Chong was avail- 
able, Re offered him the job. 
So here he is. 

We found Chong sitting at a 
drafting desk in the office of 
the Housing authority, which is 
just around the corner from the 
mayor’s office. He is a short 
man of medium build with thick, 
straight black hair and a wide 
smile which shows a fufl quota 
of white teeth. 

He is 36 years old and full- 
blooded Chinese even though 
born and raised in Honolulu. He 
isn’t exactly a self-made man, 
but his father certainly was. His 
father went to Honolulu when 
a young man and peddled coffee 
and spices on the streets. Today 
he is president of the Wing 
Coffee Co., a large import and 
export company dealing in cof- 
ee and preserves, with branches 
in several countries. His mother 
is American, of Chinese ancestry. 

Wah went to McKinley High 
School in Honolulu where, in 
addition to being named the 
best all-around athlete three 
years running, he was president 
of the National Honor Society, 
president of the Hi-Y, chairman 
of the student body, com- 
mander of the best R.O.T.C. 
company, and an excellent 
student. 

He attended the University of 
Hawaii, and then came to this 
country to study engineering at 
Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute 
at Troy, N.Y. He finished a 
four-year course in three years 
for a degree of bachelor of civil 
engineering. He was a big man 


on the campus at Rensselaer, ‘ 


too, being a member of the 
swimming team and the debat- 
ing team, active in half a dozen 
different clubs, and a member 
of two honorary fraternities. 
He graduated in 1941 and 
hadn't betn back in Hawaii long 
when the war broke out. 
was employed by the United 
States Army Engineers and 


spent the war years working all 
over the as engineer on 
various field construction proj- 


After the war he went to work 
for the city government of Hono- 


lulu as a bridge and road con- . 


struction engineer. After a few 
years he was shifted to the City 
Planning Commission, where he 
first got into redevelopment 
work, and where he found him- 
self, so to speak. It wasn’t long 
before he was put in charge of 
organizing a redevelopment 
agency. He did the ground work 
for three major projects in 
Honolulu, which won him atten- 


acres and turn it into a resi- 
dential section. . The area had 
been a piggery. A man who 
owned about two acres in the 
area sought an injunction to 
stop the program, claiming 
there were no slums and no pig 
sties in the area. 


But Wah had been there with 
his 3-D camera. One by one the 
jurors and the judge and the 
lawyers looked through a view- 
er &t pictures which graphically 
portrayed in both color and 
three dimension, the conditions 
which prevailed in the area. 
The injunction was denied and 
Chong and his agency rede- 
veloped the area. 

Last summer Chong was sent 
to Washington to consult with 
area supervisors regarding the 
work being done in Honolulu. 
He Visited a lot of cities in the 
East and made color pictures of 
slum clearance projects. It 
might be explained at this point 
that Chong differs in no respect 
from other camera fans. He 
sat us down in a chair, put a 
slide viewer in our hand, and 
showed us color pictures of old 
slums and new buildings until 
we said “Uncle.” :

of removal of any and all 
people still living or working in 
the district, and their relocation, 
and he must plan the actual de- 
molition to insure the safety of 
the public. There are a million 
and one details, and its his job 
to catch them all. 


After the area has been 
cleared, Chong and others in 
the department will re-map the 
area, widening streets and re- 
locating curbs and redesigning 
it generally. Specifications for 
the area will be drawn up, and 
when land is sold to developers, 
it will be up to Chong to see 
that anything erected in the 
area conforms to these speci- 
fications. 

In short, it’s quite a job and 
requires considerable special- 
ized knowledge. Chong looks 
forward to it like a general 
looks forward to a good war. He 
was surprised, for one thing, to 
learn how much was being done 
in St. Louis in the way of re- 
development, and he thinks the 
plaza project presents a very in- 
teresting challenge. 

“It’s a dynamic program,” he 
says, “and it’s beneficial to me 
to be connected with such a pro- 
gram.”
